GOVERNMENT OF BENGAL. + 


LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


Tue following further preliminary roport of the Select Committee on the Bill to 
consolidate and amend the law relating to the Municipal Affairs of the Town and Suburbs 
of Caloutta was presented to the Council of the Lioutenant-Governor of, Bengal for the 

urpose of making Laws and Regulations on tho 7th January, 1888, and is, together with 
‘art I of Chapter IT of the Bill as further amended by the Select Committeo, by order of the 
Prosident, published for general information :— 

The Committes having completed the revision of Part I of Chapter IZ of the Bill 
relating to the constitution of the Corporation, think it desirablo, looking to the special 
interest which attaches to that portion of the Bill, to submit a preliminary report to the Council 
showing the modifications which they have mado. 

1. The Committee have carefully considered the lottors of the Trades’ Association and the 
Anglo-Indian Defence Association objesting to the proposed constitution of the Vorporation, 
supported as they are in general terms by the letter of the Chamber of Commerce; but they do 
not, allthings considered, see their way to romodelling‘the wards of the Corporation as recom- 
mended in paragraph 8 of the letter of the Trados’ Association, or to introducing tho principle of 
nationality a8 recommended in the letter of the Anglo-Indian und Europoan Defence ‘Arsociation, 
They have also come to the conclusion that the number 75, a number which is almost neoossitated 
by the retention of 26 wards, is not so excessive as to constitute any serious objection to the 

ill as it at present stands. They have ascortained that at Bombay, where the numbor of the 

tion has hitherto been fixed at 64, the draft Bill now under consideration proposes to 

raise the number to 72, and much as the draft Bill has boou oriticised by tho Bombay Corpora- 
tion, no objection has been taken to the proposed increase in the number of the Councillors. 

2, On the othor hand, the Committee have ogme to the conclusion that some change is 

ruitably called for in section 9, aa urged in the letter of the Trades’ Association, paragraph 11. 
They find that at every election in Ward No. 12 theCommissioners have beon either wholly or 
partially elected bythe vote of the electors, who owe their qualification in that ward to thoir 
prectising in the High Court or Small Oause Uourt; and they think that the Oommis- 
sioners ‘fr eo influputial a ward as No. 12, and one which py such hoavy rates, should be 
looted by those whose interest in the yard is greater than that of a professional man who only 

stises in the law courts in that ward. aay haye therefore attached the professional vote to , 

“werd in whichthe voter resides, unless he has an office and pays rates for it in the ward 
twitch he worlls, . For the samo reason tho Committe have on fuller consideration required. 
Ke | and Gradustes-of the University to votein the ward in which they reside; otherwise 
the eesidente of Ward No, 8—the most populous ward in the town—will practically be deprived 
that senond member.”

It is bestowed by the 
present Act, directly in ecction 9, 69 far as different wards aro concernod ; but it haa also been 
habitually exercised by Hindu joint families paying Rs 5) and upwards in rates and 
taxes, on the ground {hat each member of the family pays his proportional share of such 
tuxation, and that if five members, say, of a family pay Rs. 200, each pays in effect Ks. 40. 
OF courne it follows that if five members ouly pay Rs. 100, each pays loss than Ks. 25, and 
all are disqualified; but under such circumelauees the caistenoo of these members would 
ordinarily be kept in the background by the eleotion agonts when applying fr registration, 
Such @ system is obviously susceptible of great abuses, and sections 11 to13 were therefore 
framed with tho view of regulating the practice and bringing it within definite and fixed 
limits ; but on fullor consideration the Committee admit that it will still give undue weight 
to one community, and the inequality should therefore be done away with 

5, But the Committee are very strongly of opimon that the inequality should 
be removed, not hy depriving those who pay the highest rites aud taxes of thew legiti- 
mato influenco, but by distinetly recogmsmg the mght of those who contribute most to 
the maintenance of the Corporation to a more potent voivo in clocting the governin 
body. It has becn the rulo in England to recognise the plural volo ia measures of Toodl 
self-government In the l’arish Vestries as constitute] by 58 Geo, TIL, c. 69, and 59 Geo. TIT, 
¢ Wande.8%, the rate-pay ens can give from ono to six votos, a voto Wing givon tor uvery £20 of 
ratmg. Inthe most important umt of local self-government, the Union as constituted by the 
Poor Law Amondment Act, 1834, the governing body eousists of the resident Justices, whe are 
nominated by the Government, and at guurdins elected by the rate-payers; one vote in the 
election of guardians 1s given for every £0 of rating up toa maximum of six’ votes, Similayly, 
in the urban distnets, constituted local governmont distri ts under the Public Health Act of 
1875, the members ol the Beard are elected by owners and rate-payers, plural votes up to @ 
‘naximum of six votcs boing allowed : one \ote for every £30 of rating. 

6. Tt appoars, therefore, that whether the practice hitherto obtaining in Calcutta islooked 
to, or English legislation, there 18 aniple prosedent for allowing plural votes; but the Com- 
mittee base their decison far more on the intrinsic equity of the prineiple and its extreme 
importanco m the best mtcrests of a ty such as Calcutta. It is difficult to conceive that it can 
be seriously contended that a person who just pays Its, 24 is entitled fo an equal voice in the 
election of the Conmnssiconers with the large commercial houses which are the chiof factors in. 
the prosperity of the town, or that a landlord of many of tho largost und minat heavily-rated 
houses m the town ought to have lus voto balanced by that of a clerk m an office ‘living in a. 
house rented at Rs. 25 10 Its 30a month. Although the etfeot of this propxsal will obviously, 
be to assist the European community somewhat in eloction contests, as they on the average lve 
im much more heavily rated houses than tho native 1ute-payers, the Committee do not consider 
that at will make any very watenal differonce im the nationality of the Vorporation ; nor do 
they mamly adopt if on that ground. Lu geneval the wealtiner Isuroperus will be voting in 
the same ward with the poorer Eutepoans, and the wealthier uatives with the poorer natives ; 
but tho Comnuttee musider that tho quality of the perrous who will bi come candidates 
for olection will be everywhere amproved. Ef the one-man-one vote principle is adopted, 
the Committev ‘oneider it” certain that as the poorer rate-pay ora who will everywhore be the 
majority, learn tu use their power, the status of those who prosent themselves for election will 
gradually but inevitably dechne; whuilo if weslth is given its duo weight, botter aud more 
influential persons will be willing to offer themselves for election. 1he Committee ho; 
that on duller consideration the Association will see that the remedy which they suggest wou 
be even worse than the diseuse, aud would load to precisely the opposite rosult to that which 
they wish to atta, 

7. On the other hand, the Committee consider that the question is oue which 
should be dealt with in a practical manner; they do not consider that it would be 
right or expeduxt to multrply votes in qurect proportion to the multiples of taxation. 
A single person who can give 10 votes doos practically exercise more influence on an olecdon 
than 14) soperate voters cach with one vote, ‘Lhey have therefore allowed no one to give 
more than six times as many votes us the poorest voters in ordinary elections, Tu bye-elections 
the plurality will be auginented Lut these are tuo few and comparatively unimportant to 
constitute any serious objection, They do not consider, that there will be any difficulty in 
working the system, and tho provisions which deal with Oompanies, &o, would in amy case be 
requisite m orfer to determme who should be entitled to the single vote, so they 
cannot be regarded as. crmplication due to the plural vote. Indeod, the paral system 
rather tend to colve such difhoulties a2, where the members do not agree, they may be able to 
dtvide tha votes among themselves instead of being ovliged to vote a8 one parson. 

8. But tho Commnttoe trust thut no difference of opinion regarding. details will divert 
attention from the far more important quostion of principle. Are xaterpayfore who i

Tug following Report of the Select Committee, togeth-r with the Dill as anicaded by 
them is, by order of the President, puilished for general information :— ‘ 


FINAL REPORT OF THE SELECT COMMITYEB ON THE BILL TO AMEND 
THE MUNICIPAL AC? 1V (B.C) OF 1876. 


In submitting our finol report we desire to explain that, in order to keep it within 
reasovable limits, we have absiained as a general rule from making auy remarks where we 
have loft the Bill unaltered, We havo carefully considered the reports of the public bodies 
and assopiations which have been referred to us. 

Chapter I— Preliminary, —We have altered the proamble so as to make it clear that 
aralgamution of the Town aud Suburbs is one of the objects of the Bill, 

Section 1 we have ultcrea so as to admit of an clection being held under the Act 
before the rest of the Act comes into fores, We have adopted the provision for this purpose 
in the Bengal Municipalities Act, LI (BG.) of 1884, 

We have framed the definitions of * bustee lands,” “ ht,” “ honse?” and " bustee” so as 
toadmit. of the separate proradure we have introduced into the Bill for dealing with 
houses aud huis as regards their valuation, the collection of rates, and building regulations, 

We have made a slight change in the boundaries of Calcutta, We have introduced from 
the Bengal Municipalitics Act the definitions of sewaze and rubbish. We have omitted the 
definitions of immoveable property, land, and moveable property as being unnecessary. 


Chapter If, Part YT, contains the xection abont control. Section 37 enumerates tho 
duties of the Corporatign. This :eotion has been enlarged to include all that should be in- 
cluded as the duties of the Commissioners, and section 38 confers ample powers on the Local 
Goverument to compel the Corporation to discharge any of these duties, shonld it neglect to 
doso. We conld nat recommend the re-enactment ‘of the eumbrous and unworkable sections 
ofthe former law. Oa the other hand the diseretian and forbcaranca of the Government 
Constitute the best guarantes which can be given to the Corporation agaiust u hasty and 
injadicious @se of this power. We have introduced an appeal as of right to the Governmeut 
of Indie. 

In compliance with the views expressed by the Government of India, we have altored 
the position of the Chairman (Section 89). Under the presesit law he is practically irremove- 

vanieas he simultaneously loses the confidence both of the Local Goverument und of the 
Commissioners, Under the revised section he will be romoveable if he loses the confidence 

sf et, Thia will obviously make his position much more insecure, and we have therefore 
irodured the change with some hesitation, Wo understand, however, that it isin con. 
memaity ‘ith the wiahes of the Corporation. ‘ 
1041. wahave altered the words “ shall in all things be under the immediate 
the Oheiroan,” into “ shall be ander the orders of the Chairman.” The former 
aft. meana anything more than the latter, meaus mtore thay it ought, The 
t sends, reams. to make tho relationship quite clear. 
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In section 45 we have introduced several minor changes, the most important of whioh 
is an extension of the power of the Commissioners in meeting in the selection of officers on 
200 to Rs. 500 salary. This concession will, we learn, be much valued by the Comms- 
sioners as leaving them a power of choice: at the same time, as the choice is limited to one 
of three candidates nominated by the Chairman, it will be bis own fault if any incompetent 
person is selected. 

‘The other changes introduced by us, down to section 60 inclusive, are comparstively 
‘unimportant and explain themselves. 

The old section 52, now section 60, has been divided into two sections, and the latter 
part of it recast. The important clause m the new section G1 is the last. The section as it 
stood gave only the Chairman and Vice-Chairman power to represent the Commissioners in 
their executive functions, and it therefore became necessary in every section in which it was 
intended that a subordinate officer might act without the formal sanction of the Chairman or 
Vice-Chairman to put in words to that effect. Eventually this was found cumbersome and 
unnecessary. The new clause scems to met all that is wanted ; the Chairman under his own 
responsibility distributes the work to the subordinate officers under section 41 or under Ine 
general powers, and cach officer within the sphere of the work thus made over to him should 
be considered to be acting with the Chairman’s authority, referring to him, when 99 ordered, 
or in all important cases, aud acting with his imphed ssnction where authorized to act 
without reference. 

The chauges which we have mado in the remaining sections of Chapter IJ and in 
Parts I, JLaud [11 of Chapter If do noteall for any special remark. 

Chapter II, Part IV —The section authorising the imposition of a duty on petroleum has 
been recast to meet the objecuons of the Government «f Ina to any duty bemg levied on 
petroleum stored in Calcutta for consumption elsewhere, We have been invited by one of 
our colleagues to omit the section altogether in consequence of the duty recently levied on 
petroleum by the Supreme Government; but a carrful consideration of the circumetences 





which resulted im the insertion of this section has led ux to conclude that it would not be 
fair to the enlarged municipality to omit 1t—av auy rate until some cquivalent bas been 
proposed. 


On the 4th August 1884 a Committee was appointed by the Government of Bengal, 
consisting of the Chairman of the Corporation, Mr. W. Craik, Kaja (then Baboo) Doorga 
Churn Law, Mr. G. H. Morrison, Baboo Jodvo Til Mullick, Baboo Kally Nath Mitter, 
Mr. A. IL, Walhs, and Mr. C, E. Buckland, to consider whether the revenues of Osleutta 
could be auzmented by an octroxor w any other similar manner. This Committee con- 
sidered many proposals for new forms of taxation or for enhancing the revenue from existing 
forms, and eventually the only proposal they wore able to recommend with any approach 
to unanimity was that for the taxatiou of petroleum, On this pomt the Committee wero 
unanimous, 

Partly owing to the report of this Committec, the Government in June 1885 appointed 
a Committee to propare a scheme for the union of the Town and Suburbs of Qalcutta, 
consisting of Mr. Reynolds as President, the Chairman of the Corporation of Calcutta, the 
Chairman of the Suburban Corporation, Baboo Kally Nath Miter, and Dr. Guru Das 
Banerjee. fF 

The views of this Committee regarding the financial aspects of the amalgamation 
question were contained in paragraphs 13 to 18 of the report, and their character will fylly 
appear in the ordere of tue Govertment of Bengal passed on the report in the 
letter to the Government of India, No. 445 of the 24th January 1886, paragraphs 4, 6, 
and 6.

“Para. 4, In paragraphs 13--18 of the Report the Committee diséuse the probable 
financial position of the new Corporauon, and record their conclusion that any 
scheme of amalgamation should be accompanied, first, by 8 substantial increase 
in the municipal income which will not iuvolve ‘any alteration of the present legal 
limits of taxation in Calvutta, and also by an agreement on the part of Government to 
advance at s reasonable rate of interest such funds as the Oorporatiun may require to raise 
by way of loan for permanent improvements. Thoy calculate that the municipal intome 
of the new Calcutta would be about 3¢ lakhs at the rate of taxatiou' now obtaining in the 
town, and they hold, not without reason, that a considerably larger sum will be required, 
They do not state the amount, but it is'understoud to be not less than ax lakhs, In order 
to provide this they suggest that the Government should relieve the new metropolis of 
all charges on account of police, which would be equivelent to an annua! contribution of 
about three Iakhs of rupees ; that tho system on which railways and capale arc rated in 
the Town and Suburbs should be changed ; and that some‘allotment might be made to 
municipal fande from canal receipts, from the profits of the Orphangunge aud Panoliew. 
uogram estates, or from the excisy revenue now realised from the town. + 
“4, In the calculations made by the Committee they have assumed 7} per cent, ag 

rate of house-tax. But having regard to what haw @lready passed upon the subject, and 
Aefinite expression of the Government of India’s views upon it, in estimating the resontéed 
of the new Corporation, the full legal rate of the house-tax should have been taken ss thi 
basis of calculation, and this would give about four Iskhs more then the amount éétimiited 
in the report. As, however, it will probably be thought necessary in future lepislstich’ ‘to’ 
provide for tho reduction of the weight of tke honse-tax in the dase of the poorer dladase’ 
of owners, the above sum should be reduced to three ixkbe, ‘The Cutamittee sjipend 8p’ 
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proceedings: of the Octroi Committee and the conclusions of the Municipal Commissioners 
npon that Committee’s, proposals in support of their opinion that the municipal income 
should be supplemented from without rather than ffom within. But both the Octroi 
Committee and the Municipal Commissionere unanimously recommended that a fee of two 
annas a cate should be levied on all petroleum brought into the town, and it was estimated 
that such a tax would yield about Re. 94,000 from Calcutta, the Suburbs and Howrah; out 
of which it may safely be assumed thst at least Re. 75,000 wonld be derived from Calcutta 
and the Suburbs. The Lieutenant-Governor considera that the feasibility of imposing 
this tex may unobjectionably be considered in the course of the legislation required to carry 
out the proposed amalgamation. 

“5, Turning now to the suggestions made to aid the Corporation, the Lieutenant. 
Governor can only repeat the desire already more than once expressed by him to relicve 
the metropolis of all charge on account of police. But, as the Government of India is 
aware, this Government cannot undertake to defray the charge from the resources now at 
ita disposal. . The permanent burthen thrown upon the Bengal revenues by the transfer of 
the Municipal Police Force in the interior amounts to Rs. 5,11,000.a year, while the total 
improvement in the provincial receipts from all sources, except Public Works, during the 
last four years is barcly seven and ahalflakhs, Itis only by rigorously outting out 
almost every item of optional expenditure that Sir Rivers Thompson bas been able in his 
forecast for the coming year to provide for a small exccss on the reccipt side of the 
Provincial estimate, and it would not be in his power by any practicably retrenchmente in 
other departments to meet the charge for the Metropolitan Police. ventures to hope 
therefore that the Government of India will be disposed to assist him in the matter by placing 
macave at his disposal to relieve the ncw Corporation of the charge. 

“In this case the Calcutta Municipality in its new constitution would probably 
start with the following approximate addition to the increase estimated by the Com- 


mittes :—

“The suggestion to change the eystem of rating railways and canals within the 
municipality pinetizally amounts to a request for an additional contribution from Govern- 
ment; but the Licutenant-Governor is cistinctly of opinion that such aid, if given at all, 
should be given directly rather than indirectly, and that undcr present circumstances no 
more assistance should be given than that involved in the transfer to Government of the 
police charges, It is thercfore unnecessary to dwell on the objections to making any 
allotments’ from any of the various branches of Government revenue suggested by the 
Committee. 

“6, The questi ns connected with borrowing by municipal and other local bodies have 
been so fully discussed, and the definite decisions of the Government of India and Seore 
tary of State on the subject are so recent, that the Lieutenaut-tsovernor does not feel justi- 
fied in asking to have the subject re-opened. It is possible that the difficulty now found 
by public bodies in raising vans in the local market may be merely temporary, and that 
it may digappear before the new municipality comes into existence. The Liontenant- 
Governor js also inclined to hope that the improvements to be made iu the constitution and 
organization of the’ Ourporation may have the effect of bettering itscredit. In any case 
Sir Rivers Thompson is of opinion that it is at present undesirable to attempt to settle 
finally the questiona connected with the loan operations of the municipality, which it is 
Propored to re-constitute, and he has touched on the subject here, only because it forms a 
prominent part of the report of the amalgamation question.” 


The'Government of India having approved in genoral terms of this lotter, the Amal- 
gamation Bill was introduced, and in the Statement of Objects and Reasons it was said :— 
“J effecting the amalgamiation, care bas been “taken to protect the rate-payers of 
the town against loss owing to the diversion of their rates and taxes for the benefit of the 
new area to be added to Calentta, The ratcs and taxes levied throughout the enlarged area 
will be uniform, and it should obviously be the endeavour of the new Corporation to 
‘destow-on all parts of the municipality similar advantages, so far ae time aud circumstances 
permit... The aatural effect of this would be that_movey would flow, as it does in all similar 
eases, from the centre to the extremities. To compensate for this the Government 
pronto give up the contribution now paid by the Town and Suburbs to the police. This 
‘‘tetignated: at about 3 lakhs of ropees per annum, nine-tenths of which is paid by 
the town, . What the present rate-payers of the town will gain by this remission is estimated 
‘appfoximately equivalent to what they will lose by amalgamation with a more sparsely 
‘and ‘poorer tract. > é

“Tt is also proposed to allow s storage feo, which may be raised with the consent of 
Government to a maximum of four angas a case (though two annas is the rate contem- 
plated) on all petroleum brought #ithin municipal limits for storage or consumption. 
Petroleum passing through Calcutta and not stored in it will not be liable to this tax.” 


From these proceedings it seems to the Committee that the rate-pavors of the Town 
and Suburtis who arc to be amalgamated have been juetified in supposing that if it was 
found feasible to levy a duty on petroleum, at least so far as consumed in Calcutta, that 
duty would be sanctioned as one of the means of furnishing them with the revenue necessary 
to enable them to deal adequately with the new responsibilities which will devolve 
upou the governing body, and this source of income is much more urgently ueeded now 
than it was supposed fo be at that time. Tt was found necessary to raise the house-rate 
to 8 per cent. two years ago to meet the increasing ueeds of sanitation, and we 
learn that since then the sanitary requirements of the town have rendered it neces! to 
extinate tor the full 10 per cent, house-rate (the maximum) to meet them during the 
cusuing year, and to abandon the allotment usually made from revenue for minor town 
improvements. : 

‘The finencial prospects of the new Corporation will therefore be seriously injured if this 
duty, which we beheve it would be feasible to collect without hardship or appreciable incou- 
venience, is abandoned, because petroleum hax becn subsequently made the subject of imperial 
taxation, The Bombay Corporation is allowed to levy an import duty on wines and spirits, 
though equally subjected to imperial taxation, and the revenue they receive from this source 
amounts to Rs. 1.50,000 a year, The caves seem to be exactly parallel, and we are in hopes 
that a full exposition of the history of this section may induce the Government to show the 
same indulgence to one Corporation as has been shown to the other, aris 

Chapter IV —We have thought it expedient to reeast Part 1—‘ Of imposiag the rates.’ 

Tn the report of the Select Committee of the House of Commons which was appointed 
in 1870 yory great importauce was attached to muking owners and occupiers jointly liable 
for the rates. The revert stated — 1. (e) “that in any reform of the existing system of local 
taxation it is expedient to adjust the systera of rating in such a manner that both owners 
and occupiers may be brought to feel an immediate interest in the increase or decrease of 
local expenditure and in the administration of local affairs”? On this principle we 
adopted last year a suggestion of our colleague the Howbie Kally Nath Mitter to consoli- 
date the various rates aud levy half from the owners and half from the occupiers in lien of 
levying the whole of que rate from owners and the whole of the other rates from occupiers 
By this eystem owners were only interested in keeping dowa expenditure defrayed from the 
house-rate, while uccupiers were interested in keeping down a different class of expenditure. 
It was believed that this had worked badly, and the proposal to make cach class equally 
interested in each rate by dividing the consolidated rate had therefore our cordial supports 

1s bas beou pointed out, however, in paragraph 18 of the letter of the Trades’ Agsooia- 
tion of the 25tit November that this lias the effect of transferring a vortion of taxation from 
the owners to the occupiers, as under the existiug law the rates are being levied gt 9$ and 
74 per cent. respectively, and the Association say that the consulidated rate otigbt'to be 
divide? iu the same proportions. 

‘There 1s much force in this objection; but it is verv desirable for obvious reasons to 
make the division equal; and in addition to the three rates payable by the occupiers, aggre- 
gating a maximum of 9} per cent., they have also to pay fees for the establishment of mefters 
entertained under section 244 of the present Act. These fees arc payable by ogcupiers, and 
are levied in accordance with a sliding soule, which is as high as 50 per cent. on houses aud 
huts routed at Rs. 2a month, about 5 per cont. on houses or huts reuted at Rs. 20a month, 
about 2 por cent. on houses rented at Ks. 200 2 month, and } per cent, om houses ‘rented at 
Rs. 2,000 a month. It is evident that if a nniform rate of 2 per cent. for this service could 
be equitably substituted for this sliding seale cf feos, and consolidated with the other 
rates, it would exactly balauce thé shares payable by the owners and occupiers, who 
would each be liable toa maximum rate of 114 percent, The consolidated rate, ineludiog 
all theso rares and fees, might then with perfect equity be equally divided between owners 
and occupiers, We hare thorefore considered the question trom the financial foint of 
view of the effect of a2 percent, rate, and from the equitable point of view of levying 
a uniform rate instead of a sliding scale of fees, ‘The foale of fees imponed: in the 
town produces at present a little less than two lacs annually. The seale of fees in the 
suburbs ix perforce much higher than in the town, and produces rather more than one lac. 
‘The total present income is therefore somewhat in excess of three lacs. ‘The present 
assessed anual value of the town aud of the portion of the suburbs to be added to:it; is 
about 160 lacs. A 2 per ceut, rate on this will produce Rs. 8,20,000 annually, ‘of 
allowing 5 per cent, for bad debts, about the sume as the present fees. | : 

As regards the equity of the change, it presente sumewhat greater difficulty. page 
are at present collected only from houses whose privies are daconnected. Houses 4 
connected privies pay nothing, as the establishment performs no service. eee le 

We are of optuion, however, that when fully cousidered the change will be found tobe 
an improvement on the existing system. Occupiere are equally benefited hy the Gorpdtation, 
whether night-svil is removed by an establishment of mebters or by undergraand druids; 
for many years past the counecticn of privies with thé-underground dreing, as bo 
in‘all the more crowded parts pf ‘the ‘Town, in consequence of the dangor of, 
the connectious with foscal matter. Only thé danger andbotter built houses thie ts 
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to have connections. Praotically, therefore, the poorer members of the community have had 
to pay very heavy fees indeed for an establishment forced upon them by the danger to the 
health of the Town, which would have resulted from their being allowed to counect, as the 
owners of many of the wealthier houses have been allowed 

This proubition, though bascd hitherto on the non-completion of the water-supply exten 
sion, it will, in the opivion of Dr. Simpson and other emment samtary authoritios, be 
necessary to retain in the future as well asin the past. In all but the best built houses, and 
especially in a climate such as that of Calcutta, the present system is far cafor than the cou- 
nected system, and should im the interests of the health of the Town be maintained. If so, 
it seems fair that the privileged few should pay as much as those to whom connections are 
refused. This is how the equity of the case has presented itsclf to the framers of the 
Bombay Bill, where the establishment has long been in existence for the whole Town, and the 
new sewers are recently affording an opportunity of making counectious. The Ilalalkbor rate 
(section 141) is leviable in respect of premises — 

“(q) Situated in any portion of the city in which public notice has been given by the 
Commissioners that the collection, removal and disposal of all excrementitious and polluted 
matter from privies, urinals and cess-pools will be undertaken by mumicipal agency ; or 

“ (b) am which, wherever situate, there 1s a privy, water-closet, cess-pool, urinal, bathing- 
place, and cookir g-place connected by a draia with'a nuuicipal dram.” 

Tn Calcutta also this was the view taken by the Commissioners when the subject was 
first discussed, though the law (section 211) had becn so framed that they could not give 
effect to their views, 

In 1877, a special Committee of 13 Commissioners was appointed “ to consider the 
best arrangements for the removal of mght-soil from private houses.” 

Tn paragraph 27 of thoir report, submitted on the 29h December 1877, they wrote— 


“Tu the course of the disrussious regarding the schedule of fees to be adopted, the 
Chairman expressed an opinion that the better plan for realising » sufficient sam to mect the 
etpenditure for the removal of uight-soil from private houses would be the imposition of a 
8 per cent. drainage rato payable by occupiers of houscs and lands in the cntire town, and he 
proposed that the Icgislature be moved to sanction such a rate, estimating at the same 
time the gross proceeds of the rate, loss remissions, at Hs, 8,55,000, The sense of the 
majority went with the Charman (Dr Rajendialal Matra, Revd. Dr. K. M. Bunorjee, and 
Vow’ ble Kristo Das Pal dissenting), but it was agreed that no immediate action should be 
taken in the matter at present.” 

Tt will Ehus be seen that if the proposal as now made is adopted, it will only be eudorsmg 
what would have been adopted from the outset had the law permitted it. 

‘The practical benofit which this will confir ou the poorcr class of rate-payers will 
be very ‘great. It may bo taken as a geueral rule that the uniformity of rating 15 
almost a first principle for the success of municipal administration, In the present case, 
the Commissioncrs supply sewers for the use of the larger and better built houses, a staff 
of mehtire for those which havo unconnected privies, and free latriues, maintained 
at considerable expense, for those which have no privics ‘hey therefore meet the 
wants of all persous resuling in the city; and though no doubt some receive more 
than others in proportion to what they pay, there seems uo more reason for making this 
payment differeutiul than there is for making the hghting rate differential. In the Parliamen- 
tary Committee, already referred to, great strexs was laid on this preple. ‘They reported :— 

« (5) That tho great yaricty of rates levied by different authorities even in the same area 
on different assessments with different deductions, and by different Collectors, has 
produced great confustun and expense, and that im any chango of the law as regerds 
local taxation, uniformty, sympheity of assessmeut and collection, as well as of economy ot 
management, ought to be sccured as far ag possible. 

“(G) That the consolid ition into one rate of all local rates collected within the same 
area is a matter of great importance, and that four Committee concur in the Resolurion 
of the Sclect Conimittee on Yuor Rates Assessment, 1869, which recommeudcd oue consoh- 
dated rate.” 

The system of Calcutta bas never been nearly as confusing as thatin England, but never- 
theless the present night-soil fees system has been productive of great exporse, harassment 
aud inconvenience, About 32,000 premises are served by the establishment of mekters, 32,000 
extra bills therefore have to be propured every quarter, each forming the subject of a separaty 
calculation at a scale different from the orvinary rate-bills. A large establishment has to 
report constantly the houses in rovpect to which service 1s discontinued or newly provided. 
In very many of these cases, amounting to about 10 per cent. of the whole number of the 
Dilla, the report is challenged, and, if atihered to after furth:r enquiry, the amount has to be 
recovered by the coercive procedure. Thus the time of a large establishment is taken up 
in ,proparing the bils, ot another establishment in makive local eugquimes, and of a third 
establishment in enforcing payment fram the poorest rate-payers of the tuwn, of what, 
even without costs, is a5 toa 50 percent. rate on their rent. If our proposals wm thie 
matter are approved of, we arg satisfied.that a vgry great boon will be conferred on the poorer 
olagateda, the town, O 

. $a seation 117 we have made it obligatory on the Commissioners to levy the consoli- 
Pr:siah sete on Kinsteca from the owners of the land, leaving the latter to recover half the rate 
i 








and and the whole of the rate of the hut from the hut-owners. It is proposea to 
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allow one-eighth of the rate to the land-owners for the costs of collection. This also will 
Jead to economy of management in the valuation of bustees, and therefore the rate as ad 
upon them will be fixed once a year for tho year, instead of constantly fluctuating 
with every uew but built or removed, and one bill will be made out for each bustee 
property iustcad of a large number. We also cannot doubt that st will releve the but- 
owner from harassment, though this result is questioned. Ic is said that the httle 
fiuger of the owner will be thicker than the Joins of the manicrpal collecting estanliwh- 
ment ; but the hut-owner has alrealy to scttle with the owaer of the land, who naturally 
asks as much ashe cau induce the hut-owner to pay. The hut-owner will 
have no difficulty whatsoever in aycertamimg whit hes bound to pay 1a addition as 
rates, and it 1s difficult to see why be should let himself be moro fleeced for rates and 
rent combined than forrent only. Qn the othorhaud the muntcipal collecting establishment 
with its warrant machinery will be altogether kept aloof from the hut owners, and this cannot 
but be to their benefit 

The principle 1* not new im Calcutta Section 100 of the present Act givos the Oom- 
missioners the requisite authonity to collect the ovcapices rates from the landlord in the 
case of smal! holdings; but ax the section does not refer to th» houge-rate (which the hut has 
to pay) or to the mght soul fees, nothing would have been gamed untlor tho existing law by 
using its provisious, 

Chapter V.—Vhe valaation section has again reecived our best consideration, List year 
wo estimated 6 per cent. on the ordinary cost price, ax the faircst standard of the annual value 
of houses not built for letting purposes or ordinanly let This has been olallenged in the 
“yemarhs’ aunexcd to the letter of the British Ludian Asxoctation of the 23rd December last, 
on two main gronnds—first, as bemg “ growsly unsiwad” an principle; secondly, because 
6 per cent ‘ 18 notoriously more than owners on an average get from houses which are built 
for letting purposes” Each of these objections should be s¢piratcly considered ; and to 
enable the objection as to principle to be tarrly estim ited, the cirenmstances which led to 
tie change in the section should be statcd Tous s in Calentta might be divided into three 
categories for usyessment purpases—(1) houses built for letting purposes, whether as resi- 
dencts for Europeans, as tenaated houses for the large number of ninve gentlemen, students, 
and others who, leaving their famihes in the mofassil, reside wm Caleutra im pursuance of their 
avocatious, or as business premises for offices, golowns, shops, &e ; (2) houses built by the 
owners for their own use either ag residential houses fur their tamiles, or by Government 
and other large owners as offices and busiuess premives ; ('3) tiled buts built by one man on 
another man’s land, cither for his own occupation, or to Ict out im rooms to poorer occupants 

Of these three class-r, the first has asa rule been fully assessed ; the reut actually pad 
has been usually taken ag the kest test of the rate at which the premises mght reasonably 
be eapected to let from year to year , and 2s no allowance or deduction has been made for the 
cost of repairs, these houses have becn rated higher than they would have been according 
to the English system. 

Similarly, the third class has heen over-assssed ; the rate at which such huts let is high, 
and the cost of repairs heavy; but the full rent without apy deducuon for repara is taken 
as the annual value, 

The second class must be divided into two sub-classes—(a) residential family houses ; 
(4) Government or other large butidingy. 

‘The Jatter have been assessed very much on the syatem proposed in the section, checked 
by comparison with sunilar buildings that are constructed for letting purposes. In many 
cases, the cost price being known, a valuationf 6 per cent. ou this price when the buildiag 
is new has been taken as the anuual rent. 

But the numerous resideutial family houses which abound in the north and east of the 
town have been rated on ® very diferent prinoiple. Not being built for letting purposes and 
hemng specially adapted to the family of the owner, it hus been arguol that the prico at which 
they might reasonably be expected to let trom year to searis very emall, ‘This priv ciple having 
been accepted and babitually acted on as the right one by the asseament benches, these 
houses, amouuting toa considerable p rtion of the axs-ssable property of the town, have 
nec asscxved far below their proper value, and have paid far below their fair share of rates, 
The cite quoted by the Association, which 18 a typical cave, clearly illus 
trates the demornhsation which has resulted from this most inequitable system, In thie case a 
now house with its grouudy was known to have cost Rs, 1,80,000, and the asressor, in 
valuing it at Ks 160 a0 month, remarhod that this was less than 2} per cent, on the cost. 
Evidence of experts was forchcoming that such a house would not command a letting 
value of more than Rs. 20 a month, or 166 per cent. on the cost! We need scarcely 
way that this a» not the correct mter pretation of the English law. In the case of such houses 
im England as are not built to let to tenants from year to year, the rule has been judiciall, 
declared to be that “a hypothetical tenant must be assumed, and the terms of suol 
tenaucy are not difficnlt to hz conceived ; the oceupying tenant must be assumed to pay 
adegua.e remuneration to a contractor for land and fired capital vested therein, and 
the local rateable value would be such a sum as would pay the rent of the land and 
profit on the fixed capntal therein.” (Decision of Mr. Justice Wightman quoted jn the 7th 
edition of Luley’s Law of Parochial Assessments, page 19). i 

This is precisely the principle which we desire to see clearly expressed in the Bill. 

It 1s worthy of remark, too, that it is in regard to residential houses ~‘saoh 
as these that a house-tax is selected, by economists as one of the best and fairest of textes 
while at is av admitted principle that buildings or portions of buildings oooipied: dxdin~ 
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sively for business, such gs shops, warehouses or manufactories, ought to be exempted 
from house-tex” (Mill, Book V, eluuse III, section 6). Iu Caleutta, while some residential 
houses have borne but a nominal asseasment, business premises have beeu rated at a rack 
rent. 

So far es the general principle is concerned, we feel no manner of doubt that we are 
advocating a principle of justice and equity, and that the British Indian Assuciavion are 
endeavouring to defend an untenable abuse. 


Whether 6 per cent. is or is not too high a rate is obviously a different question. 
We have made careful enquiries as to the return which investors in honse property 
generally expect to get fur their money. The “remarks” of the British Indian 
Association assert that it is notorious that honse property in Calcutta does not feteh more 
than 4 per cent. on the outlay. The courts of Jaw as a rule only award 16 yoars’ purchase of 
the annual value, which would point t» 6 pe ut, as below the fair annual rental. On the 
other hand the Rating and House-tax Bill introduced into Parliament by Mr. Goachen in 
1871, as the immediate result of the Report of the Committce of which he was Chairman, 
contuined the following section :— 








“The annual gross value of every hereditament shall be the annual rent which a 
tenant might reasonably be expected, taking one year with another, to pay for it if the 
tenant undertook to pay all usual tenants’ rates and taxes and the titho commutation rent 
charge, if any, and if the landlord undertook to bear the cost of the repairs and iusurance 
and all other expenses necessary to maintain the hereditament in a state to command that 
reut. 

“The annual rateable value shall be estimated hy deducting from the gross annual value 
the probabie aunual average cost of the repairs, insurance, and other expenses above 
referred to, 


“When it sppears to the assessing authority that for special reasons a building cannot 
ve fairly valued according to the annual rent which a tenant might reasonably be expected 
to pay for it, it shall be valued in the following manner :— 


“The gross value of any such building shall be a sum equal to 4 per cent. onthe cxpital 
sum which a purchaser might jastly be expected to give for such a building in its actual 
state and existing mode of occupation, ‘fhe rateable valuc shall be the gross value so calcu. 
lated after making the same deductions as are made iu the case of auy building valued iu the 
ordinary manner.” 

‘This would ent down the rateable valne to about 34 per cent., and the quostion is whether 
6 per cent, in India is a more liberal return for house property than 84 per cent in England. 
We have, received assurances that. some honse-owners do not receive a clear 6 per cent, 
“on their house property after making all deductions ; and, on the whole, we have ecme to 
the conclusion that, ldoking to the present under-assessment of these houses, it is best to err 
on the safe side and to take 5 por cent. as the fair net return on house property. This 
obviously involves the consequence that tenanted honses should be asseseed on their net aud 
not on their gross reutal, and we have therefore allowed, as is donc in similar laws elsewhore, 
deduction of 10 per cent. on the actual rental for repairs. The 5 per’ cent. rate will 
similarly, we think, he a fairer rate on thc expenditure incurred by Government in the 
construction of its buildings. 

In accordance with the strong recommendations of thc Port Commissioners, the 
Chamber of Commerce, and the Trades’ Association, we have re-itiserted the proviso exempt- 
ing machinery. We observo that this proviso, which had similarly becn omitted in the 
Bombay Bill, has heen similarly restored there by the Select Committee. 

We have us already indicated, introduced (section 124) a few systcm of rating bustecs, 
by which the value of the bnatee at the beginning of the year shall remain uneltered for 
Assessment purposes throughout the year. The valuation may be coatinucd for a similar 
period by mutual consent of the Commissioners and of the owner, but cither of the two * 
parties has the right to insist on a revaluation at the end of the year. 

The register of owners is at present very badly kept up, many ownors preferring. to 
leave the names of their ancestors or predeceasora in title on the register instead of 
inserting their own, As we have endeavaured to remedy this, we have thought it nosessary 
(nection 128) to facilitate tne machiuery of registration when a claimant’s title, though uudise 
puted, cannot be easily proved. . 7 

Chapter Vl.—We have made no alterations of any consequence in Chapter VI ‘of 
levying the rates. ; oe oem 

Ohapler PH dcals with the water-supply, Tn section 150 we havo thought it fair 
to make it obligatory on the Commissioners to treat the crews of vessels lying at the jetties 
or in the docka as residents of tho jetties or docks, and, looking to the large amount of 
water-rate paid by the Port Commissioners, to supply them with water free of charge. 
‘Woshave maintained, however, the right to make a reasonable chargo for water to be taken 
away:froin Calcutta for use on the voyage. Aca ; 

Section 153 indicates the pressure which is to be maintained ; and as noarly every public 
‘body: and. association that has reported on the Bill, has referred to this scction,.aud begged 
that the obligations of the Corporation may be clearly defined, it has received our tnost 
carebyy ation. 

We tpcad to this report a note by the Ohairman of the Corporation explaining the 
sowhy pressure cannot, under existing arrangements, be maintained. It seems to 
j:.thia. “nate conclusively shows that the scale of ferrules which is at present iz 
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force under the orders of the Commissioners, is so lavish tiat it is only possible to maintain 
an adequate preseure, if the supplyof water and the engine-power is more than doubled, 
orif the size of the ferrules is reducod. The former alternative would be far the most 
satisfactory were nut the cust altogether prohibitive. ‘That being so, the only remedy which 
we regard us practicablo is to reduce the size of tke feriules, 

Tt must be borne in mind that the supply which tho Commissioners are, under the 
existing law, bound to give to connected houses 16 only 1,500 gallous tor every rupee of 
water-rate, and they are entithd to affix a meter and to charge for all water consumed 
in excess of this scale. It is true that this does not apply to houses assessed at loss than 
Ra. 100 a month, but still the section indicates clearly what 1y the amount of water which 
is a fair return for the water-rate paid. 

The supply has been increased’ so much since this soale was prescribed that there will 
now be no difficulty in guvrantceing 3,000 gallons of filtered water for every rupee of rate. 
We mopose therefore to substitute 3,000 gallons for 1,500 gnllous in section 155, aud 
having thus secured the rate-payers double the supply which they are at present entitled 
to, only thore who have consumed much more than tine quautity can be aggrieved if the 
ferrules are reduced, and they are percisely the class who have no clann to have their 
complaint entertained. 

The only question 18 whether we should leave the Commissioners to revise the scale 
of fernules or should icvise them by law, It scems to us better to msert the change in 
the law. The cfloct of this measure mnat infallibly be uusunderstood at first by the 
rate-pay-rs at Jorge, and it wou'd be imposmg a very hard task on the Commissioners 
to leave if to them to pass so unp»pular a proposil. We appear to have enough data before 
us to enable ns, with the esxpenence of the last 18 years, to fix a fair working schedule 
of ferrules, aud we have left a power with the Local Government on the recommendation 
of the Commissioncrs im mecting to revise the scale, 

As some houses are so disauvantaseously situaied that they will get an inferior pressure, 
we have provided that, whenever it 1 shown that the ferrule will not give the supply to which 
a householder 1s entitled, he shall have a ight to such an enlarged ferrule as will give 
him this supply. 

In section 160, by which the Commissioners are empowered to lay open and inspect 
gas-pipes or other works winch are thought to he foulmg the water-supply, we havo adopted 
a snggestion of the Hoilth Society to make it incumbent upon the Commissioners ac 
Once to purify the water if found to be contaminated. 

Chapters VILL and IX —The other alterations made in this Chapter, as well as those 
made in Ciapters VILL and IX, are comparatively ummportant, 2 

Chapter X.—* Of Conservanry aud Improvement, and Chapter XI‘ of Sanitation’ have, 
im conformity with suggesuions made, been re-arranged and divided into Chapter X ‘of Streete 
and Building Regulations, Chapter XI ‘ of Diainage Works, Drains aud Privies,’ and Chapter 
XII ‘of Samtation.’ 

In Part 1 of Chapter X “of tha Streets” we have added a new section taken {rom the 
Bombay Act, 1m order to make it peifectly clear thut the Commissiouers, when making new 
strevts, may acquire the land outside the line of tho strect and may re-sell such lund. A 
comparison of sections 11] and 113 of Act VI of 1863 with sections 150, 3827, and 
329 of the existing law, has left no doubt on our minds that this had aiways been the intention 
of the legislature, and we consider it a perfectly fair and equitable proviso. We have, 
prescribed a linnt of 100 feet on each side uf the proposed line of the uew street for the 
land ta be acquired. 

We have also made it clear (section 205) that when a public sttect is closed the site 
may be sold, auy person injared thereby being compensated, unless he has got an equivalent 
by the new street which presumably will have been opened in its plac . 

In cousequence of a difficulty eapcuienced in workmg section 263 in a recent case, we 
have in the corresponding section (207) made it clear that in exerci: the power to set 
back when a kouse is pulled down to be rebuilt, the Commissiouers are ouly bound to pay 
the market value of the laud taken, together with geverance compensation, and we have 
given the same pewer whero new streets have been formally projected, as a very important 
power to be exercised if ncw suburbs are likely to sprmg up in the added area, 

Parts If and ILL ‘ of Building Regulations,’ regarding houses and huts, have been almost 
entirely re-wntten with rife-encd to the recommendations made-from many quarfers ip 
favour of conferring more ample buildiug powers un the Commissioners, 40 as to obviate the 
serious future cv.ls which must ensue from allowing houses to he constructed on no regular 
lines, as has becn done im Rajah Bagan and elsewhere. We are so satisfied that, this wae 
uceded that we have framed these parts of the Act cxpressly to mect thjs difficulty, It will 
be hert to describe the general object of these scctious rather than to refer to them in, datail,, 

We Lave rctaincd the fundamental difference in these choptecsas in the chapters om 
valuations and in the collection uf rater, between houses usnally built of tasoury which are 
constructed on land belonging to the builders, and huts usually built of mud, where the hate 
owner builds on another man’s land. - 

As regards the construction of bousrs, we have been invited to pay attention to.bmnq msia 
points, (1) ther bemg erected on such sites and in such a manner that they will admitof bros, 
straight streets running through them ; (2) their being so constructed as to guarantee pruper 
\cutlation, air spaces, open ground rouud them, and such other senjrary cpnditiona sa are 
found in tho English model bye-Jaws, and are alao introduced into the Bombay, Act, Wahine. 
uot admitted the equal importance of each of these tequirements, 
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Full and effective control over the site we have regarded as indispensable not ouly to 
regulate tlie new masonry buildings which are being erected in the town, but atill more those 
which may spring up round the docks or elsewhere ; but as regards ventilation and air spaces, 
we are of opinion that the cireumstances of Indian and Kughsh hfe are so different, aa well as 
the climatic conditions, that there is not sufficient experience to justify the legislature in im- 
posing hard-and-fast rules such as ere prescribed in the Knghsh model bye-laws. We have 
therefora geuerally indicated that the Commissioners have control over houses with 
reference to evfficient ventilation and air spates, and have made it clear in the 
Jaw that a persou is not entitled, if he owns two or three cottahs of land, to cover it all with 
buildings, causing, if his neighbours choose to do the samo with this land, an nremediably 
insanitary condition ; bat having lad down this general principle, we have left the application 
of it to the Health Officer working under the control of the Commissioners, who have power 
to make bye-laws «n the subject. 

As regards sitcs, the Commissioners have power to lay down lines of projectod public 
streets, and private persons may construct strects approved of by the Commissioners; but 
unless the satisfectory position of the site can be shown with reference to either an existing 
or a projected public or private street, the Commissioners may refuse sanction to it. The 
effect of this will be that the lines of streets im building areas must asa gencral rule be lod 
dowa before the buildings can be constructed, being the reverse of what now takes place. 

As regards bustecs, we have preserved the present power of making improvements 
after inspeotion by two medical officers; but we have added a new power which will, we 
bope, work more widely and systematically. The Commnssioners have power to define the 
limits of each bustee, and, having done 90, to call for a standard plan showmg how the huts 
are eventually to be arranged in it, so 2s to stand m regular lines. Powers are given 
to enforee the preparation of this plan, and, once prepared, ho new hut can bo constructed 
or existing hut reconstructed except im accordance wath ir. 

If these provisions are enforced mitelligently for a few years, all the bustees in the 
manicipality wall be brought mo conformity with the law, and the huts will be so arranged 
as to afford all the necessury facilitios for a avenging and sleansing. 

Chapter XI.—'The changes introduced into Chapter XI on Draimuge are, with one exception, 
unimportant, though there has heen some re-arrangement of sections. ‘The exeepton isa new 
section taken from the Kombay Bill to enable the Commissioncrs in any new drainage works 
to provide separate sewers for sewave and drainage. 

In Chapter XIT, Part T, (on Scavenging aud Cleansing), we have introduced a provision 
from the Bombay Bul muking xt abhgatory on owners whoye ammals die, either to 
remove the carcuss or to report to the Commsstoners for its removal. At present this 1s almost 
invariably doue, Lut there 18 no legal cbligation, : 

As Part Il of this Chapter we have introduced from the Bombay law sections 
authorising the jyspection and sanitary regulation of premises, and we have made 
some changes in Part III for the prevention of infections disoascs. In these parts we have 
introduced a section from the ‘Bombay Bill authorising under certam circumstances 
the demolition of a hut in order to prevent the spread of disease. In section 324 we have 
limited the right to force unwilling persons to go to hospital to the cise of males. Weare 
informed that the provisions of this scetion were rezaided with dismay in many families, 
where the contingency was conceived of zenanu lodies being forced to go to hospital 
by a zealous executive, as bemg ‘without proper lodging or accommodation,’ or 
as lodged in 2 manner which makes the epread of such infoctivws disease imminent. 
We have left out the concluding words altogether ‘being too wide; but as the persons 
who it will be necessary to move will in nine cases out of ten in Culentta be males, end it 
is desirable to allay apprehensions at a very xmall cost as regards loss of elfficicncy, 
we hava by a smull majority limsted tho provision to males, 

The alterations which we have made ia Past V of this Chapter, viz, ‘ of slaughter- 
houses and ‘dangerous and offensive trades,’ and J art VI ‘of markets and the sale of food and 
drugs’ are very slight, though we have re-arranged the sections. 

Part VII of Weights and: Measures 18 new, being taken from the Bombay Taw. The 
Calentta Police Act IV (H.C.) of 1596, sections 55 aud 56, gives power to the Commissioner 

(of Police to keep standard weights and meusures and to seize false weights. The mum- 
cipality, having the control of markets, ought, we think, alvo to keep standard weights and 
to offer facilities to vendore to have their weights examined and compared with the standards, 
and, if correct, stamped as such. The new sections provide for this. . 

Tn Part VIII of burial grounds and burning ghits we have provided for requiring the 
owners of private burial grounde to submit plans of them, af called upon ; while the muni- 
cipality is eharged with tho same duty os regards public bwial grounds. We huve alse 
intrddueed a section (377) from the Beugal Municipalities Act probibitimg pew or disused 
buyint nde from being used without the cousent either of the Government or of the 
Odiealasioners f 

“The changes in Part IX of nuisances and in Part I, Chapter XII, of rights of entry, are 
only verbal. ae 2 
“Chapter XH1.—In Port TI we have altered the heading to ‘ of the acquisition and disposal 
of Jad ond, have made the woraing more comprebensive, 5 
‘Past LI ‘of Railways’ we have, as directed, placed tho powers of the Corporation 
ai¥Foet conti] of tho Government of India, 3 
tort KI‘ of the Municipal Debt? we have alao, as directed, transferred the contral 

Eyl Governiaent to the Goverament of India, and have provided for a form of 
ert idated Idan should such a loan be resorted to. | | 

IE‘ o€ promseutios’ we have introduced « section (422) empowering the 

R ta apply to Government to appoint special Magistrates for the tral 

‘the icipat act. This we regard as of great importance. 
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In Chapter XIX, Miscellaneous, we have made eovera) alterations, We have 
introduced more definite procedure similar to that laid dows m sections 175-185 of the 
Bengal Municipalities Act, defining the rights of persous called upon to execute any work to 
have their objections duly heard and determined. At present this branch of executive 
admiurstration works badly, mainly because persone called upon to do any work rarely abject 
till after the work is done and the bill sent in, when they raise every possible objection ta 

ayment. If, 8 1s probable, the suggested procedure leads to more objections being made 
fore execution of the work, it will be a touch greater gam than the shght delay in execution 
will prove an inconvenience. These sections also give power to the Commissioners to divide 
the expenses among the owners or occupiere when more than one are equitably liable, 
> In evction 452 we have introduced a provision from the same Act, proteoting the city 
from strikes of mealers aud acavengers. Post experience hes shown that this we very muck 
needed m Caicutta. 

We have exempted public burial grounds and burning ghits from being rated, 

We have introduced (sections 456 to 459) provisions for enablivg the Local Govern. 
ment to alter the boundaries of Calcutta from time to time necessity for so doing may 
arise. These sections are taken from the India Act of 1884 (Act XVII), ‘but we have 
thought 1t right to except from these provinons, the area under the original juriadietion of 


the High Court.

NOTE ON THE WATER-SUPPLY. : 

1 Divencens and often antagonistic as are the opinions expressed on other provisions 

of the new Municipal Bill by the publte bodies and associations that have been consulted, 
there is one sechion 1u regard to wiuch entire unammity prevaile—section 134,, 


‘This section runs thus— iE spe 
“Tho Commnesioners shall, between the hours of six in the forenoon and eight in the 


afternoon, #0 far as may be reasonably practicable, keep aud maintain throughout their pipes 
and mains a sufficient supply of filtered water under a pressure of not less than 10 feet, for 
the domestic use of the rate-payers, avd shall every day, for not Jess than two hours iu the 
forenoon and ouc hour 1n the afteragon, mamtain a pressure of water 1m the service pipes 
and mainn sufficiont to raise the water 1m all housea and places in which the same may be 
introduced within the area at present supplied to a height of not less than 30 feet.” 

2 Commonting on this section, the Britigh Indian Association strongly protest againet 
the reduction of the pressure from 50 to 30 feet. ‘I'he Indian Association close their tetter 
with the hope that a mimimym pressure of 30 fret may be fixed. ‘The Health Society consider 
that the words “so far as may be reasonably practicable” render the sectionunworkable. 
The Port Commiamoners also recommend by a majority the omission of these words. ‘The 
CObamber of Commerce attach importance to this. They entirely support the contention of the 
Hon. G Irving that as regards the water-supply “the mawutensnce of a snfficent pressure 
should be as defintely and ss unmistakeably laid down in the Act as the provisions in'vegard 
to taxation ;” and the Trades’ Association consider the provisa a very objectionable 
one, and “‘truet that the words to which exception is taken may be omitted from the Bill,” 

8. These strongly-expressed opimions justify me in hoping that the time has tome when 
the pablic will be prepared to support the only measure that can successfully effect the 
improvement in pressure whioh they all desire, viz.,a wholesalg reduction in the toa 
liberal size of the ferrules already granted for house connections. It 1s incumbent on me 
to show that this ia the only remedy sbort of such sn expenditure as would double, if not 
treble, the cost of the waterssupply. If { successfully do 0, I am justified in hoping that the 
Select Committee and the public bodies and associations which sttach so much importance to 
this reform will support mein the necesserily unpopular but very salutary measure which 
affords the only practicable means of maintsining = proper pressure, 

4. In considering how fax the Commissioners hays hitherto discharged the obligations 
imposed upon them by the law in the matter of water-supply, it is right to bear in mind that 
the quantity of water which could be fairly taken for domestic consumption was indigated 
as clearly ae the pressure at which it waa to be supplied. Section 198 of the preset Aut 
contains & provision that “ the ocoupier of every hone connected with the water. fy aball 
be eatitled to have free of further charge 1, gallons of filtered wafer for every 
rupee paid to the Commissioners as water-rate on account of such house,”

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fally maintained. It is merely aa regards the pressure at which the supply is delivered and 
py, Conwequence as regards the distribution that they fail for the reasous which I praceed to 
indicate, 

6, After a house is once conneeted vith tho wster-supply, the size of the ferrule is the 
only check which can practically be exercised over the quantity of water wich that hoage will 
consume at 2 given pressure, if the supply 1scontinuons, Iu Calcutta, for reasons which were 
probably sufficient, 1¢ wae arranged to deliver water under the coutiuuous and uot tie intere 
yasttent supply system. The mtermittent system oywires the use of cisterns which are very 
liable to contaminstion, and also increases the probability of ges Giuding its way into the 
pipes. In Calcutta the supply was at first continuous both by day end might, but after a short 
timo night supply was found impossible Siuce, then, tho supply has beou a continuous day 
anpply, and this the Act iudicates that it should remain. 

7. If covtionons, there nothing to prevent the ferrule working all day loug if the an- 
mates of the house chovse to keep their taps running. Heare it must be clearly recogmaed 
bat und-r our present system, as soon a8 we have sanctioned a certain size of ferrule, we have 
aanctioued 1mpheuly as large ® consumption of water as that ferrule will pass during the 
day, The water may be wasted, or it may be consumed legitimately though extravogantly, 
but the legal standard of 1,500 gallons for a rupes of water-rate obviously becomes a dead 
Ietrer if we seoction a ferrule that will give 16,000 gallons for every rupee paid and if 
the inmates of the house choose to take 15,000 gallons, So fartherciore as command over 
the water to the individual is involved, aud Joss of command to the Commissioners, this 
depends on the aze of the ferrules, aud it is the sumple fact that tho scale of ferrules sanc- 
tioned hes been such that it has entailed entire loss of command over the water-supply, and 
if the Commissioners are to be reepoumble for the pressure of the future supply, they can only 
Aull this duty if they recover their command by a wholesale riduction im the size of the 
ferrules, This I proceed to show. 

8, The following scale of ferrules was savctioned in the first year of the water-supply, 
1870, aud has remained in force ever suce .—

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11. This statement, when examined, conclusively explains the cpuses of the unsatisfactory 
pressure, ‘The original water-supply of the town was 6 million gallons per diem. This was 
after 5 time raised to 7 and then to 8 millions, At the present moment itis 10} millions, 
and before the amalgamation takes effect it will be 16 millions, which is the maximum 
supply intended for the town proper, ‘Ihe engines and mains were originally calcviated for 
the delivery of a little over 6 million gallons. As the supply has been enlarged, the engines 
power has been incrensed, larger mains have been put down, and the general outline of the 
extension scheme may be said-to be that the filters will pass about 8:0,000 gallons en hour ; 
that the maiue from Pultah to Calentta will send down about 850,000 gallons an hour; that 
of the aggregate of 20) million gallons for the town and suburbs, 4 million gallons will be 
reserved for'distribution in the suburbs, and 16 million gallons stored each night in three 
Town reservoirs for distribution throughout the town during the day from three centres of 
distribution, The town eugincs will be-capable of distributing 2,604,784 gallons in a 
single hour, in which case the whvle supply would be exhausted in 6 hourg; or if 8 
hours® full’ supply ia maintained, as the Bill supposes, there would remain nearly a 
million gallons per honr to be distributed at low pressure. But the figures of the state- 
ment given above show that, according to the recognized formula, the houses valued at 
tetween Rs. 10 and Hs, 50 a month that are already connected ure capable alone of consuming 
nearly double the maximum supply which the engines can deliver at 30 feet pressure, So that 
if it is obligatory to maintain a pressure of 30 fect for three hours daily, those houses could 
take off the whole duy’s supply in those 3 hours! If all the -houses in the town which are 
already connected were similarly to use their power of taking wator, they could take off the 
whole day’s supply in less than one and a half hours! ! 

12." It need scarcely be suid that with the engines and distributing pipes a8 they now are, 
thi is not what can ever actually happen. All the houses in the town are not drawing water- 
simultancously, but s0 widespread is the habit of leaving taps opon (and a single tap open in 
each house causes the ferrule to work at full discharge if a small one, with part of its full 
discharge if a large one) that it is calculated that at the hours when the water is most in 
request at least 60 per cent of the ferrules are working. Taking the capacity of the ferrules 
in round aumbers at 12 million gallons an hour, at a pressure of 30 fect, it is easy to see 
what is the average pressure which each house will actually get if 60 per cont. of the ferrules 
are simultaneously workiny. If 24 million gallons are being delivered to ferrules capable of 
taking 74 miilion gallons at 0 fees pressure, the equation for determining the average 
pressure will be 3/P = 4/30 or P = 34 3 feet! Of course what actually happens is 
that tho houses which aren fair distance apart and well situated es regards maits get a 
moderate pressure of 10 to 15 feet, and before the demand begins. or after it fale off, 
«:metimes 3O feet, and thus take the whole of the supply; while“the houses which are 
crowded together and situated unfavourably as regards the mains will get ro supply at all, 
unless they take it at ground level. But if this must happen even with existing oonneo+ 
tions, what will it be if still more houses are connected at the same scale of ferrules? ‘the 
following figures show the number of houses in the town of the different valuations, corre- 
sponding with the different ferrules, as compared with the number already connected,

15. The assumpticn made is if anything too favourable to the connected honses with low 
assosements ; bemg relatively more thickly populated and having smaller ferrules, their mates 
are probably more continuous in the use of them then are large buildmgs only mhabited tor 
a part of the day; but allowing the assumption to stand, the result 1s still very instructive. 
Congected houses assessed at Rs. 100 to Rs 300 a month get fully as much water as they 
pay for. The Port Commissioners and the large public buildings and other houses with high 
assessments pay for about twice as much water as they get. A large profit is made out of 
the water sold, cepecially that sold to the shipping, and the unconnected houses if they get 
their supply entirely from the stand posts (an assumption which 18 only approximately correct) 
pay for five times ax muchas they consume. To make up for tins, the connected houses, 
valued at less than Rs. 100 a month, consume from two to four times as much water os they 

ay for. 

es 16. Ax the classes which occupy these houses are approximately the middle class of Cal- 
cutta, the figures given show that they have got enormously the best of the water-sunply, not at 
the cost of the upper class who get # very fair supply also, but at the cost of the poorer classes 
who hive in huts or uneonnected houses, and at the cost of the offices, business houses, and 
pablic buildings. If this result did not lead to the ruin of the pressure, it would be 
comparatively a minor metter. Some class gets the best of all jomt-arrangements in large 
towns, and indeed it has been claimed as a merit in the new Bill that in the removal of sewage 
the poor classes will benefit by the proposed uniform rate. In_ this instance unfortunately 
it 18 the poorest class which goes to the wall, and the ciass which has a very influential— 
probably the dominant—vuice m the admimatration of Culcutta which derives the advantage, 
but even this would not be so intolerable if the arrangement would work ; but as these 
figures conclusively chow, it will not. 

17. When the water-supply to the town was projected, the scheme was violently opposed 
by the Hindu community on the ground of religion, A distinguished member of this 
Conucil, the Hon’ble Kristo Das Pal wrote in 1865, a pemphilet strenuously oppoung the 
project :—" I em willing to admit,” he wrote, - thot there muay be a few educated and 
enlightened natives who may, without any objection, drink high pressuie water, but how 
amaall ts their number? and even they must contivue to draw the usual supplics from the 
river for the females of therr houses and for household purposes. But m taxing a commu. 
nity it is the daty of the authorities to look to the habits, wants, and wishes of the musres, 
and not to the convemence of a few; and in the interest of the mass of the native popula~ 
tion of the town, I beg to declare that the imposition of a tax on them for a system of 
water-supply, of which they mll not avail themselves, 8 the most intolerant measure that 
could be proposed by & civilised Government in Asia.” 

18. With auch Janguage Lefore them, which was habitually re-echocd by the late Rajah . 
Degumbur Mitter, aud other distinguished leaders of Hindu society, it is natural that those 
‘who calculated the water-supply and. fixed the size of the ierrules should not have 
foreseen the great run upon the water which subsequently eet in. In the first year the 
connections were few, the driught of water accordingly was small, and a high pressure 
tras easily maintained. By 1878 the connections bad increased according to the annual 
report to 7,160,* and the impossibility of maintaining the pressure was admitted. From that 
year commenced the discussion which has continued up to the present time, of the 
Felative merits of a continuous and of an incerruittent aupply, and of the feasibility of 
reducing the drain of water by the wholesale application of meters, or by close surveillance of 

house consumption atd rigorous prosecutions for waste. Bnefly, it may be said that 
Se Meonamara and other experts condemned the intermittent system as unsuited 
40-4 vtenpical climate; that the expense no leas than the harassment entailed by the wholesale 
vase pf teeters has been regarded as fatal to that suggestion ; while rigorous prosecutions for 
iw@ite gf water have been equally ‘condemned. * Moreaver, 1t would be useless to prosecute for 
waige When the water which might be teken for use, though superabundant ue, would

given convince me and will, I hope, convince the Committee aud the intelligent public that with 
the ferrules we now have, all such efforts must be unavailing unless another Mundred lakhs 
are to be spent on doubling the head works, the engine-power, and the size of the piping, 
and unless the maximum rate 1 raised from 6 to 12 percent The othor rem: dy is 10 deprive 
the occupiers of counected houses of the command which they now have over the water, 
which they are shown to have exercised in such @ manner as not only to take five or ten 
times aa much water ae they are paying for, but also to prevent others getting 
their legal supply. Many persons who know thet they themselves get very poor 
supply, will receive the statement with some scepticism, and will imagine that what 
is proposed is tautamount to still further reduomg the driblet which they now got; 
but they should understand that the effet will be just the opposite. We ero now 
dchycring 25 gallons of filtered water per head every day to the peuple of Caloutta ; many 
of them have the greatest dificulty 1m obtainmg a quarter of that quantity, but the reason 18 
that, say, 5,000 to 6,000 houses arc in a position to take more than 100'gallons per head aud 
do so, and the measures which will take away this power from them, will preserve the water 
for those who now get too httle, 

20, It seems to me that the new Act should contain two provisions if the water-supply 
asto be improved—first, as the best possible proof that tho Comnuesioners are iv 10 wa 
resiling from the obhgauions which they have undertaken, to donble the supply which they 
guarautee to givo for every rupee of water-rate We are only now obliged to give 1,5 
gallons per supee. If 1m futire we undertake to give 3,000 gallous, it will effectually | cut 
the ground from under the feet of all who claim to be aggrieved. Thcy will be guarantedd 
donble what they have hitherto been entithd to : if therefore they are losers it can Only be 
because they have laithe:to been taking more than double what was their due. 

21. The second step necdtul is to insist on sucha revision of the ferrules as will admit of 
the pressure beimg mumtaued. Mr, Kimber cstimates the cost of changing the ferrules 
at Rs. 50,000. Even if it comcs up to a lac, it will be nothing compared with the outlai 
necessary to mect the difficulty m any other way. I suggest the following scale ol 
ferrules based on the existing system. at shows the maumum drain per hour as compared 
with the present maximum, and also the number of minutes at which the ferrule will have 
to be working at a 10 feet pressure m order to yield the supply which the occupiers of tbe

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22. Irwill be seen that, omitting the houses valued at above Rs. 20,000, the most unfavour- 
ably valued house m the town, viz, one valued monthly at Rs 99-12, will be able in less thau 
four hours of low pressure to get the full aupply to which it is entitled, and Hit takes water 
at high pressure, m much less than that time. The maximum draught per minute sthigh 
pressure with the cxisting connections will be reduced from 203,648 gellons to 76,980 or 
by uearly two-thirds, With every ferrule working simultaneously, the drenghs pes 
would be 4,555,*00 against an engine-power of 2,604,784 gallons only, aud neagly £0 
per cent. mcrease must be allowed for new connections. Sull is may reasonably bo 
expected that with the mprovement of the pressure the habit of keeping ‘tsps open will 
somewhat decline, ond if sv, there is a fair probability of maintaining the «\ipulated presente, 
if this reduction 18 carried out.

‘Tix following are the main points on which I am, I regret, unable to concur with the 
majonty of my colleagues:— 

Sretion 38.—The right of appeal to the Government of India under this section 
agaist the Local Government appears to me to be unnecessary and illendvieed” The Local 
Government 1, I thik, the proper controlling authority of muucipal admimstration, In 
the Select Commurtee’s Report it 1s smd that “the discretion and forbearance of the 
Government coustitute the best guarantee which can be given to the ( orporation against 
ahasty and injudicious use of this power.” I fully agree with that view. But there 
will always remam the gencral power of appeal to the Imperial Gevernment on any point 
of sufficient smportance to warrant that extreme course. 


Chapter 1V, Section 106, Consolidated Rate, 


I desire to enter my protest against the apportionment of the consolidated rate 
‘Under the present Act, the maximum which the tenant (an be called upon to pay 1 94 per 
cent, as against 114 per cent. payable by the Inndlord, and I hold that that ratio should be 
maintuined, the tenant always paymg 2 per cent less than the landlord. Rentals im Calcutta 
have heen adjusted to that scale, and executive convenionce 1s not a sufficient reason for 
destroring the proportion. The halalkhor rate at 2 per cent imposed by section 141 payable 
by tenants makes no proper adjustment of the difference ; for while admitting that the halal- 
thor service should be pmd for whether it is rendered hy a stafl of mamcipal mehtors or by the 
use of the city sewers, 31¢ should be borne im mind that connected houses pay a better rental 
than unconnected ones ; therefore, the tenants of connected houses already pay the landlords 
for the convemence enjoyed by the use uf the sewers. Tlence the new rate, istcad of adjust- 
‘ng the mequahty m’ the division of the rate, enhances the evil and further burdens the 
tenanta of connected houses 

While I do not oppose the halalkhor rate, I submit that the imposition of that rate is 
not a legitimate means of arriving at an equal apportionment of the econcohdated rate: 
‘With the maxrmum rate at 23 per cent. the proper proportion would be—tenants 10} per 
cent. and landholders 124 per cent 

. Chapter VIL. —Water-supply—Section 153, 

In regard to the pressure that should be kept up m the water-supply, I am constrained 
to adhere to the position I took up in my minute of dissent on the Bill when it was lest 
published, ‘The saving clause mm the section “ so far as may be reasonably practicable,” when 
applied to the moderate pressure prescribed of 30 feet only, and that for the very limited 
period of two hours in the forenoon and one hour m the afternoon, seems to be unwarranted 
and 1 thmk it should be struck out. Sir Henry Harrisou’s note on the water-supply, which 
accompanies the roport of the Select Committee, demonstrates that the pressure can easily 
be maintained provided that the supply is proporly controlled and distributed It is, 
therefore, I think, mperative that the very moderate requirements as to pressure should be of 
an unmustakeably definite character. 

Chapter X, Part 1—Of Streets. 


It is, in my opmion, a grave omssion mn this chapter that s minimum width for new 
streets and lanes is not laid iow. A provision of thie vital character should surely not be 
relegated to abye-law = With regard to the condition of some portions of the northern 
town, Mr. Cotton, late Officiating Chairman of the Corporation, says “The super= 
vitndance of narrow lanes im the respectable mhabited portion of tho evty ix an intolerable 
Buisenes:? With this state of things before the autkorities, 1t 1# to be hoped that a similar 
Condition will not he allowed to arise in the southern part of the town, though noti:ng is 
more likely, especially in the localities adjacent to the new docks, if immediate measures 

on to prevent it. 
prone: e Chapter X11, Section 324. 

Confining the powers of the Commissioners to removing male persons only to hospital 
who may be muffering from a dangerous disease, end who are without proper lodging or 
Nademmeodation, i, 1 think, a mistake, The removal of any but the pour and badly-bowsed 
is not contemplated, and it cannot fora moment be supposed that here is any danger of 
interference witb senana ladies in the action of a Corporation largely composed of native 

‘ative. It sbould not, however, be forgotten that there is a lare fei 
ihares class in Onloutta, and for the welfare and comfort of these in dangerous sick. 
‘nema, aa well as for the safety of the town, the section shvuld apply irrespective of sox.

datio: ‘o reservations. I regret I cannot agroe with’ my oclleagues on man; 
sdatdon Bil sabe fe dy oto tho most important of these mth tho roasone for my dissont) 
see Defmion of Calvutte.—My amendment to the effect that there be no amal- 
‘ "d the Pown with the Suburbs of Onlouita, and that the prosont boundaries of 
be retained, having been rejocted by the Council, the only question now open to 
ign je whethor we should adopt the comprehensive Loundary given in the 

@ thore joted one. I am strongly ie favour of the latter alternative, and for 
‘fesson : oonsidering the Limited resources of the proposed new Municipality, tho 
sate of the Sublirbs we can conveniontly leave out, the befter will it be for the 
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improvement of the area we takein And I would recommend: that out of the Suburban 
area proposed to be incorporated with the Town, at least a portion on the south-east be 
excluded, namely, tho portion bounded on the north by the Tiljullah Road, the Ballygunj 
Ciroular Road, the Puddopukur Road, the Pakurtola Road, and the Chaulputty Road, and on 
the west by Tolly’s Nullah. We may oonveniently leave out this arep, as the greater portion 
of it is scarcely of an urban character. ; 

Section 38.-—The provisions of this sectioa aro, I think, open to objoction. There can 
be no question as to the necessity of the Government having control, but such control should, 
I submit, be exercised only in extrome oasos, that is, only in cases of gross and serious neg- 
lect by the Corporation of their duties relating to publio safety and public health The scope 
of the action should, I think, be limited to oases of negloot of duties relating to public safety 
aud health. 'Thero’ should also be express provision for giving the Corporation an opportus 
uity of defending themselves. It 1s quile truo, as the Seloot, Committers observe, that “ the 
discretion and forbearance of the Government constitute the best gunrautee which can be given 
to the Corporetion againat a hasty and injudicious use uf this power,” but it is equally true, 
I venture to think, that for an important public body like the Culoutta ( orporarion, their 
own good sense and the sont:ol exervisod by public opiniou are ordinarily sufficient to keo 
them up to their duty. And if it 18 necessary to rt vvide against noglect of duty by the 
Corporation in exceptional eases, 1 would respactfully submit that it is dasirable alao ty 
provide against injudicious or hasty interforence in any case, 

It may not be out of placa here to observe that with tho enlarged scheme of duties 
proseribed by section 37 of the Bill, and with tho heavy burdon thrown upon the Oorpo- 
ration by the amalgamation of a large additional atva, without any adequate funds 
being paosl at ther disposal, the Corporation would remain constantly ani unavoidably 
linble to be proceeded against under this soction, unless its provisions are qualifiud at least 
in the way indicated above. 

Section 122.—The provisions of this section relating to the valuation of houses not built 
for lettin purposes, and not ordinarily lot, are objectionable on tho following amonget other 

rounds :— 
. In the first place the difficulty of ascertaining the cost of building and the amount to 
be deducted on account of depreciation in tho oase of an old house will be much greater than 
that of ascertaining the rent at which it may be reasonably exposted to let. 

In tho second place the propowd rule will be productive of great hardship, as it would 
lead to taxing owners of dwelling-houses according to an arbitrary standard which is very 
often greatly in excoss of thei expeetad possible incoma derivable from those houses, and 
which often gives an exaggerated idea of the oxtent of their moans, A native dwolling- 
house, it is well known, would seldom let for anything like five per cont. on the cost price 
(sov the case of Nundloll Lose essus the Corporation ot Caleutta, reported in_ Indian Ve 
Reports, X1, Calcutta Series, page 275). Nor is the oost price of a native dwelling-house 
(with deduction fur depreciation) any criterion as to the extent of the owner’s means. It may 
have come to him (as is often the casv) by inherituuce, avd may bea burden rather than 
a benefit And if he does not part with it readily, it is out of deferonce to a proveiling 
sentiment whicn we cannot ignore. Again, a Mindu'may own a larger and more expensive 
house, not because he has greater means, but because he has a larger family. And though 
tho great Hnglish economist cited in’ the report of the Select’ Committee may say that 
‘having a larger fomily is ot a person's choivo,’ no ono poseessing tho slightest knowledge 
of our society can say the same thing fora Hindu. 

Section 204 —Clauses (}) and (¢) of this section are open to grave objection. The Cont- 
missioners may, no doubt, acquire land for any publio purpose. But it is more than doubt- 
ful whether they should be alluwed to acquire land for the sole purpose of selling it at a 
profit. If the raising of their funds in this way be a public purpose, carried to its legitimate 
consequences, the doctrine would be subversive of tho mstitution of private property. 

t may be said that land in the immediate neighbourhood of a new road is greatly 
benefited by arch road, and if the former Swners aro allowed to retain the same, 
they would derive bunofit at the expense of the public, and without paying for it. But it 
should be borne in mind thut they do pay for the improvement by contributing as rate-psyers 
te the funds of the Corporation; and they are entitled to these incidental advantages as 
Pergons composing the public for whose benefit profossodly new roads are opened. 

Sections 208 und 235.—The provitions of these sections, so far as they relate to refusal 
of sanction to build on a sito falling within the rogular lines of a projected street, are, I 
think, open to objection. A projected street may not become a reality in Afty years, and it 
would be unjust to make the site useless to the owner for building purposes, it may be, for a 
long time before bo gets compensation for it. 1 think there ought, at least, to be some provi- 
ion entitling the owner of such site to some compensation P the projected street is not 
epened within a reasonable time (to be fixed by law) from the date of refusal of sanction to 
uild. 

Section 820.—This section will operate as a great hardship om the poor, I think ite 
operation ought at least to be limited to the case of houses let out to tenants. , 

Section 324.—The provisions of this escction may, I fear, lead to interterenos with the 
toligiows sentiments of the people. With ovary: regard for health, I think the ootisent, of 
ite Datient should, in ell cases m which he is able to give it, be taken before his removal tow

Daadare that I cannot concur in the views of the majority of my colleagues in 
roger 


(1) The provision in section 38 of a right of anpea) to the Government of India 
againet the controlling action of the Local Government. 


(2) The provisions in sections 99 and 100 regarding tho frohihition of the intro- 
duction of petroleum into Calcutta for the purpose of storage, if it ‘is 
intended for consumption elsewhere, and the levy of a tax on petroleum 
introduced for local cousumption. 


I abject to thé first provision on the grourd that it is unusuel and unnecessary. I 
condeive that for the purpose of controlling and regulating Municipal administration the 
“ Government” is the Local Government, and that it is not the provinces of the loosl 
Logielature to prescribe the method in which that Government shall be controlled by 
the Impqriel Government in the discharge of its administrative functions, This is a matter 
of intardal discipline on which, it seems to me, the Council cannot pronounce, and should 
not be called upon to pronounce. Nor is auch a provision necessary to protect the Cor- 
poration, should it feel aggrieved at any action of the Loeal Government. The Local 
Government is just as much bound to obey an executive order of the Governor-General 
in Council as it would be bonnd to obey a legal order, or as the Imperial Government 
is bound to seeps the decision of the Secretary of Stato, I can conceive no good purpose 
whieh this provision can serve, while I see many objections to it, 

The provisions regarding petroleum involve the imposition of an Octroi duty on this 
article, will briefly state my objections to them, leaving the wider discussion to the 
debate which’ will be held in Council. 

In the various declarations on the subject of Octzoi, which have been made by the 
Government of India, two points have always been insisted upon. The first is that no goods 
which have already paid sca customs duty shall be taxed. The eecond is that the general 
course of trade shall not be interfered with, 

As regards the first point, I am aware that the orders of 1868 were subsequently 

modified so as to admit of the levy of a limited tax on piece-goods avd metals, It will of 
course be in the power of the (tovernment to exempt petroleum now es they exempted 
piece-goods then. But, as tho case stands, we are asked, by the majority of my colleagues, 
to Sperone a provision which is opposed to the declared policy of Cioverninent, and which 
may lead to the Governor-General’s sanction to the Act being withheld, 
As regards the second point, the particular evil which was apprehended, and which 
Sir Jobn Strachey’s Bill of 1879 was designed to prevent, was that the Octroi tax would be 
a0 administered ae to operate as a trausit duty, and that important general interests would 
be sacrificed to local improvements, Now I admit that the proposed section 99 guards 
very effectually against interferenco with trade in this respect ; but it guards against 
interference in one form only by necessitating interference in another form. Before the 
tax can be levied, the Local Goverament must prohibit the introduction into Calcutta, 
excep. in transit, of any petroleam not intended for local consumption. Petroleum 
intended for consumption elsewhere must not be stored in Calcutta. Here we have 
petroleum for the interior oxemptol from the Caloutta Netroi by being excluded from Calcutta 
altogether. I grant that tue establishment of the Potroleum depot at Budge-Budge, and 
the construction of a line connecting it with the general railway aystem, will render it 
possible to.send consignments into the interior direct from the wharf. But the trade in 
mineral oi is making very rapid strides, and it seems to mo an unwarrantable iaterfurence 
with trade to prohibit the storage of petroleum anywhere within the large area whicu will 
now be included in Oalcutta, and thus prevent Calcutta from becoming a distributing centre 
for this important article of commerce, in order that the Municipality may be able to claim 
that all oil breaking balk within the limits of the town must be intended for local 
consumption, and therefore be liable to tax. 

But my chief ground: of dissent is to the levy of an Octroi duty in Calcutta at all, 
In the first place, even if the prohibition against storage before export were justifiable, 
oan eeo nd argutsent that can be used in favour of an Octroi on petroleum that could 
‘aot be used in favour of an Octroi on other articles. I am not here discussing the propriety 
of ‘levying minute town dues on all articles introduced, for sale or storage, into large 
trading centres, on the principle on which dues are levied for the use of a market or a hs, 
Pho arguments for snd ayainet such a proposal are of a different nature from those 
which ‘aifect this question, bf dealing only with an Octroi on articles locally consumed. 
ake salt, It pays duty and ia discharged under ‘supervision. An Octroi could be levied 
as. easily ‘on. it #8 on petroleum. It would be as ensy and a8 convenient to enforce a 
pribibition against its storage, except for local consumption, as it would be to enforce 


; jp prohibition in regard to petroleum. Take coal, It ie bulky; it comes by rail 
ay soy ion ig TeBey be made the subject of aa Octrol tax. And so on with other 
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My first objection, then, under this part of my argument, is that, if the levy of an 
Octror on petroleum is allowed, a refusal to extend it to other articles could not well be 
justified, It cannot be restricted to one article, My second objection ia that, if it is 
ailowed in Calcutta, it cannot fairly be refused e.sewhere. It cannot be restricted to 
one place. 

tt ap Octroi is allowed in Caleutta, why shonld it not be allowed in Howrah? If in 
Howrah, why not in Patna, Dacca and Chittagong ? If in these towns, why not in every 
Municipality in the Province ? Now, when the question was discussed in 1868, every Com- 
missioner in Bengal, with one single exception, reported strongly aguinst the establishment 
of an Octroi system os entirely unsuited to the circumstances of Bengal. The introduction 
of such a: system has been denounced by Sir Cecil Beadon, by Sir William Grey, by Sir

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Unnen sections 190 and 19! of Act ILI of 1844, the Bongal Munwipal Art, the Com- 
missioners ofa Municipality have power to :nspect all drams, and, after not cc, to enter upon 
all premises for this purpose. ‘The Commnsianers of a Mumerpahty clamed to exercise 
this right m regard to a Government Gunpowder Factory. Tt was held that the exercise 
of the right in such a case would be dangerous, and at was proposed to exclude the Gone 
powder Factory premses from the lumts of the Mumepaliy. Under section 9 of the 
‘Act the Lacal Government hay power to alter the units of a Mumipality, only on the 
recommendation of the Uommiseioners at a mecting, aud iv this iustance the Commissioners 
declined to make the recommendation. It ix considered desirable that Govornment should 
bare the power-of excluding of its own motion from the operation of Municipal Regulations, 
lands and buildings in the ocenpation of the State for Miltary and Naval purposes and 
the object of this Bill is tc amend section 9 of the Act accordingly.

Unner section 22 of Act 1X of 1871, au Act for the construction of a Bridge across 
the Hooghly between Howrah and Calcutts, it is prescribed that, ufter the repayment of 
all sums advaverd by Government for the coustruction of the bridge and its approaches and 
the formation of a sufficient reserve fund, the Lieutenant-Governor shall so regulate the 
acale of fees, tolls and charges that the income derivable {rom them shall not exceed the 
expenditure.
